“JUMPED OUT TO LIGATEN BOAT.
Experience of Tlvlree sullors of'the Wrecked |

Steamship Walkerman, Off Hatteras.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 10.—After volunteer-
ing to jump overbeard from a boat contain-
ing the survivors of a shipwreck and which
was too heavily laden to exist in the tre-
mendous seas sweeping over it, Charles
Schmidt, a sailor, was buffetted by ice for
hours. Finally swept achore, hewas found
by the other members of the crew and
passengers and, with them, saved from
starvation by eating two stray cats cap-
tured by a foraging party.

Schmidt is in the German Hospital with
three ribs broken and his hands and feet
frozen by his ordeal. He was a sailor on
the steamer Walkerman, which went down
off Cape Hatteras on Christmas night,
The boat had left Tampa with a cargo of
phosphate and nineteen passengers, in-
cluding seven women.

In telling the story of the wreck to-day
Schmidt said:

“There were nine hoats lowered and we
put the women in first and then the men
followed. There was a terrible s2a. The
weight soon told on our boat, and it began
to ship water rapidly. First Mate Bruner
was in command and said that some
had to get out. He called for volunteers
and mysalf and two Swedes stood up. Ho
strapped life preservers about us and we
leaped overhboard. -

“We tried to swim in the wake of the
beats toward shore, but we soon lost them
in the darkness. The water was cold and
we were so numb that we were hardly
able t o keep our noses above the water. Ice
cakes floated all around and every minute

I waited expectantly for a blow on the
head that would put me out of my misery.
It didn’t come, however, although 1 was
struck in the chest by a large piece of ice
that fractured three ribs.

“It seems as if we were in the water ages

befora hLelp arrived. Dawn was just
breaking w{)f'n we saw one of the ship's
boats making toward us. When we tina‘lv
reached land we saw the men and women
in their dripping clothes huddled around
a small fire trying to shield one another

in tho cold winds. It was a desolate part
of -the country, and there was not a house
in sight.

“We were all hungry and several men
went_in search of food. Whey came back
Jater-with two stray cats which they had
killed, We ate them. Help reemed no-
where at hand, so we started to walk, After
nearly five hours we finally struck a place
where we got food and clothing and then
were driven to Norfolk.”

LAWYERS TO SCRUTINIZE THE
DODGE LETTERS TO0-DAY.

Banker Morse Elated by the Hope of
Beestablishing His Marriage—Lawyer
Moore Corroborates Lawyer Sweete
ser’s Account of the Discovery.

Charles W. Morse, the banker, learned
firet through the story published by THe
Sun yesterday that papers had been brought
to light which, if genuine, will furnish the
means of establishing the validity of his
marriage to Clemence Dodge, from whom
he has been separated by an interlocutory
decree fannulling the marridge because
Mrs, Morse's divorce from her previous
husband, Charles F. Dodge, had been de-
clared invalid for lack of proper service of
papers on Dodge. }

Mr. Morse, as soon as he read the news
in Tae SvN, Went at once to the home of
William A. Sweetser, who was Mrs. Dodge's
counsel in her suit for divorce against
Dodge. It was Sweetser who announced
on Saturday that he had discovered in an
old pile of papers in Francis Moore's office
at 45 Broadway, letters from Dodge ad-
dressad to Lawyer Mortimer A. Ruger
which established the fact, regardless of
the finding of the courts to the contrary,
that Dodge was served with a summons
and had employed Ruger as his counsal,

. Morse is described as being highly
elated by the developments. He did not
see the originals of the letters purporting
to be from Dodge to Ruger, because they
were in Mr. Sweetser's safe downtown,-
but it is said that he was most hopeful that
they would serve to establish his marriage.

Mr. Sweetser said yesterday that he would
lay the originals of the letters before Mrs.
Morse's lawyers, Fursman, Little & Schwarze
}:olpf, this morning at 10 o’clock.

t was said that Mrs. Morse's attorneys
thought that Mr. Sweetser ought to have
put his evidence before them in the most
convincing way posgible as soon as he g}?t
it, but Mr. Sweetser himself says that he
does not see why that should be necesrary,
although he, it is true, was one of their wit-
nesses in the action which Mrs. Morse
brought to have her marriage contract
annulled. Ex-Judge Fursman, it was said
;.-esterday, would come to town to-day from
Troy and take charge personally of the
case for Mrs. Morse.

After Mr. Sweetser brings the docu-
ments, which he says he has, to Mrs. Morse's
lawyers to-day, a statement will probably
be 1ssued by them.

Mr. Sweetser told yesterday how he came
to discover that Francis Moore, in whose
office the old papers were found, was Ruger's
former partner—the discovery which, ac-
cording to his statements, led to the finding
on Friday of the valuable papers in the
divorce suit case. Said he:

“Ever since the hearing in October,
which resulted in the setting aside of the
decree of divorce, 1 have been racking my
brains trying to think who was aseociated
with Ruger in his office at 45 Broadway.
I knew that there was somebody, but I
could not for the life of me think who it
was. 1 went down to 45 Broadway several
times and scanned the directory of the
building in the hope that something which
I might see there would refresh my mem-
ory. But all failed. Last Thursday night
1 learned where Mr. Ruger's widow lives.

Mrs. McCarthy Was to Make Money at
That Rate—Has Borrower Arrested.

geologists of the University of Chicago, in
a new book on geology.

“A century or so will see the disappear-
ance of nearly every large animal that
man does not choose to protect or propa-
gate,” say the professors. “A similar
profound transition of vegetation is being
forced by man.

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10 CHOOSE CONVENTION CITY.

DEMOCRATIC COMMITTEE TO
MEET IN WASHINGTON.

St. Louis Boomers Arrive To-day With an
Offer of $40,000—Senator McCarren
and Billy Sheehan at Work for This
City and Are Hopeful of Success.

WasHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The advance
guard of the Democratic national com-
mittee, which is to meet here on Tuesday,
arrived to-night. Col. John I. Martin of
Missouri, the sergeant-at-arms of the com-
mittee, was the first to put in an appearance.
He came early in order to get things in readi-
ness, and incidentally to pave the way for
the St. Louis boom, which is coming to-
morrow, St. Louis wants the convention
and Col. Martin says the city has that
$40,000 which the Republican committee
passed up when Chicago raised the ante to
$75,000, and is willing to turn the money into
the Democratic coffars in order to get the
blq %atlwring. It’s now Democratic money,
Col. Martin says. Beaides St.Louis is will-
ing to provide free accomodations for the
committee, and guarantees that the dele-

ates who must pay their way will not

s overcharged, Then, tno, there is a
chance to see the big show

Mayor Wells and a delegation of St.
Louis Democrats will arrive to-morrow,
and with the aid of Serator Stone, who
four years ago swung the convention to
Kansas City, Lope to get the honor this
year. Col. Martin, who knows all the big
and little politicians west of the Alleghanies,
says he fs a partican of no man for the
nomination, but that he has recently trav-
elled throughout the West as far as Cali-
fornia and that lie finds that section “quite
ablaze for young Mr. Hearst.” )

Senator McCarren of Brooklyn was the
first of the New Yorkers to arrive. He
took quarters at the Shorecham in order to
be close to the committee. “Blue-eyed
Billv" Sheehan came over with him, and
to-night they are doing a little quiet work
testing the sentiment of the early arrivals
as 1o New York for the convention city.

“Oh, yes, we are in ezrnest,” said the
Brooklyn, leader, when it was suggested
to him that New York didn’t perhaps care
a rap where the convention went. “But
we are not going to show our hand—not
just yet. Our full delegation will be over
to-marrow and we will be prepared to make
the convention an offer which I think it
will accept.”

Senator McCarren was informed that St.
Louis had $40,000 to offer.

“Humph,” replied the Senator, “a tily
little sum. Pergups if we save our pennies
over in New York we may be &ble to raise
that amount.”

The Chicago delegation arrived late to-
night, headed by National Commiiteeman
Gahan. “Chicago will be uble to do as
well for the Democrats as it did for the
Republicans,” Mr. Gahan said.

Ex-Mayor Tom Taggart of Indianapolis
was another early arrival. With him were
half of the Indiana State committee, who
started at once to throw out a skirmish
line to fight for Taggart for chairmanship
of the national committee. Of course,
nothing will be done in this matter until the
convention meets, but the Taggart people
are starting in early on their campaign.

Besides selecting a place and fixing a
time for holding the convention, the com-
mittee will be called upon to settle the matter |
of committeemanship in the District of |
Columbia, and here 18 where the fun will
come in. - This question promises to be the
liveliest issue before the committee.

Chairman Jones, ignoring the instructions
of the national convension in Kansas City
as to the method of settling the contest from
the district, passed over the Hon. James L.
Norris, a wealthy patent lawyer and the
most prominent Democrat of the district and
overthe head of the committee appointed
his private secretary, Edwin Sefton, as
committeeman for the district. The friends
of Mr. Norris, who has served for many
years on the committee, and for several
as its treasurer as well as treasurer
of the Congressional committee for twenty
years, are highly indignant, and it is not
improbable that Chairman Jones's action
will be repudiated by the committee.

DEMOCRATS TO WASHINGTON.

McCarren and 7. D. Sulllvan There—Coms
mittee to Ask for the Convention.

Senator Patrick H, McCarren accompanied
by Representative Timothy D. Sullivan
left for Washington yesterday afternoon.
To-day a big contingent of New York city
Democrats headed by John D. Crimmins
will go to Washington to ask the Democratic
national committee, which meets there to
morrow, to give the national convention to
New York city

Leader Charles F, Murphy and several
of his friends will also be in Washington.
Mr. Murphy also wants the city to get the
convention and while in Washington Mr.
Murphy will discuss Democratic national
politics with national committeemen from
all the States. Moreover he expects to
talk over the outlook with Senator Gor-
man and others.

VERMONT WILL BE FOR OLNEY,

No Instructions, However, Will Be Given
to the Democratic Siate Delegation.
MoONTPELIER, Vt., Jan. 10.—Sentiment

among Vermont Democrats in favor of

the nomination of Richard Olney is growing
and there is_little doubt, as matters now
stand,that V ermont will send an Olney
delegation to the national convention.

The delegates will not be instructed. Ver-

mont’s delegates are never sent to the

national convention instructed to vote for
any man.

LAWYER KILLED BY EXPOSURE.

He Was Found Dead in His Staten Island
e Home—Was a Paralytie.

Max Huebner, a lawyer, who at one time
had a successful practice on Staten Island,
was found dead last night in the basement
of a builaing which he owned at Concord.
His death was due to exposure.

Several years ago Mr. Huebner suffered
a stroke of paralysis and became incapa-
citated for work. He had for the last couple
of years lived alone in the basement of the
building at DeKalb avenue and Britton
street. He was found there, lying naked
on a feather bed on the floor. There was
no fire in the place. He was 50 years old.

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Kehl, Who Visited the President, Armed,
Will Be Deportéd.

Jerman Kehl, 890 years old, an inventor
from Concepcion, Chile, is in the Bellevue
Hospital psychopathic ward awaiting de-
portation to Chile. Kehl was sent here from
the Government Hoepital for the Insane at
Washington at the instance of Acting Com-
missioner Murray of the Department of
Commerce and Labor.

Kehl came to this country three months
ago to interest the Government in a rapid
firing cannon. He left his designs with a
patent lawyer.and wrotia letter to President
Roosevelt. Not getting a reply he went
to the White House on Dec. 22 armed with
a revolver and a knife. Kehl become 8o
threatening that he was arrested and sent
to the Government Hospital.

Kehl came here onthe steamship Cacique,
consigned to W. R. Grace & Co., and accord-
ing to the immigration laws he must be
returned to Chile immediately at the ex-
pense of the company.

The Chilean said that he also wanted
to get patents for a dynamo that runs by
perpstual motion, and a steamboat pro-
peller.

According to Keeper John J. Willetts,
who brought him here, the Chilean paid
$500 to patent lawyers in Washingion.
Among his effects are drafts on the Bank of
Tarapaca and Argentina, at Santiago, for
£500.

STATE RAILROADS PROSPEROUS.

Earnings of Those Operated by Steam
Increase 828,203,116

ALBANY, Jan, 10.—If railroad earnings
are an indication, the State Railroad Com-
mission in its annual report to the Legis-
lature says, there is little ground for the
feeling that the general prosperity of the
country may not continue to be as great
at it 'is now. The gross earnings from
operations of the steam surface railroads
reporting to the State commission for the
year ended June 30 last were $321,550,560,
an increase over the preceding year of
$28,203,116. The net earnings from oper-
ation were $04,859,480, an increase of
$087,402 compared with 1902. The rail-
roads emplqy 216,461 persons, whose com-
pensation aggregated $133,477,270. The
resident employees numbered 98,839. The
roads declared in dividends $1,316,737
more than in 1902, the percentage of divi-
dends being 3.33, as compared with 3.26
the preceding year. For the quarter
ended Sept. 30, 1903, the net income of the
steam railroads increased $5,204,099. when
compared with the same quarter for 1902

In 1008 the steam railroads killed 19 and
injured 278 passengers, while 322 employees
were killed and 1,122 injured. During the
year 543 were killed and 3?8 were injured
other than employees and passengers.

The street surface roads declared divi-
dends representing 8.66 on capital stock,
a decrease of .25 compared with 1902.
These railroads killed 39 passengers and
22 employees and injured 432 passengers
and 42 employees. The others killed num-
bered 111; injured, 332. The roads employ
30,028 pereons, whose salaries and wages
aggregate $17,841,805. The amount of
freight carried by street surface railroads
h2s increased from 129,040 tons in 1899 to
516,460 tons in 1908,

Regarding the overcrowded conditions
of street and elevated railroads in New
York city the board says:

The most serious complaints which we

have considered during the year were those
against the street surface and elevated rail-
roads of New York and Brooklyn. We be-
ieve that unbjassed consideration of the
ublished results of our investigations will
ead to the conclusion that much has been
accom ?lished by the board toward the.allevia~
tion of the conditlons of passenger train
transportation in New York city. he board
was engaged in this matter during the entire
yvear and  is still engaged in it. When the
tunnel railroad in Manhattan and The Bronx
is in operation conditions will be much im-
proved. When cars mnf cross. the newly
opened bridge to Brooklyn and when the
tunnel to Brooklyn is completed conditions
in Brooklyn will also be much improved,
so far as the surface traffic is concerned,
New “rules of the road” for vehicles other
than cars have been made by the local authori-
ties of New York city. How efficient in ac-
complishing their object these will be the
board cannot say.

Stalled Train, Some Cussing, a Sleigh
Ride, Some More Cussing, Relief and
the Greenport Train’s Resoue.

Although there wasn't any snowstorm
on the eastern end of Long Island on Sat-
urday night the passengers who left Green-
port on the 8 o'clock train over the Long
Island Railroad yesterday morning thought
there had been a blizzard when they got to
Southold.

The high winds of the night before had
shifted the snowbanks along the road to
the main track, blocking it so that when
the train got in sight of Southold, about
four miles from Greenport, it became
stalled.

There was a telegraph operator at
Southold, and a committee of passengers
appealed to him to send to Greenport
for assistance. The operator sounded his
key, but got no response from Greenport.
Then he explained that the operator there
had nothing to do from the time the morn-
ing train left until the train got in from
Long Island City at noon, and he always
closed up shop and went home.

The passengers didn’t like the idea of
being stalled in the snow until some one
who could help them happened along, so
they formed a relief ‘committee with in-
structions to devise ways and means of
getting to New York. The committee
first appealed to the engineer to make
another try with his engine to move the
train, but the engine was not equal to it.

The committee went into seasion n
and one member with resourceful ideas
proposed that a horse and sleigh be char-
tered and that four members of the com-
mittee drive to Greenport and induce the
railroad people to send a relief e to
help the one stuck in the snow. e com-
mittee wanted to take the sleighride in a
body, as it appealed to them at once that
a sleighride would be much more pleasant
than sitting in the stalled train.

The sub-committee on ways and means
nﬁgorbed. however, that there wasn't a
8

entire committee, whereupon the grumblin
that had been directed against the railroa:
was turned upon the town of Southold.

The committee drew lots for the privilege
of becoming one of the four members of
the relief expedition to Greenport. The
four lucky ones were ch a8 they
started off;

When they got to Greenport they found
that all the available engineers and fire-
men were at their homes. They managed
to get a constable of the place to map out
for them a trail that would lead them to the
homes of an engineer and a fireman. They
had to drive two miles in one directionto
ﬁft the engineer and one mile in snother

irection to find the fireman.

At least that is what they said in their
official report, but the members of the
committee who had been left behind
grumtl led that if the sleighing hadn't been
8o good they would have picked out shorter
routes. The relief expedition said that
jealousy prompted such a complaint.

At any rate the engineer and firemen
were dragged out of their homes. They
were taken in the sleigh to the roundhouse
at Greenport, where it took some little time
to oil up ana fire an engine. Finally every-
thing was mage ready and the relief engine
and the relief expedition got to the sta
trihlxl al?out 11 o'clock. & ™

the passengers except the part of the
relief committee that had n left behind,
set up a cheer at the appearance of the relief
engine. The leftovers of the relief com-
mittee were forgotten and they had no part
in the demonstration.

With one engine pulling and the other
pushing it was only a few minutes before
the stalled train was out of the snow.

At the stations along the way the train
picked up many passengers who had been
waiting for hours. The train got into
Long Island City at about 2'30 o'clock.
